Every well planned garden will have the following divisions: 

1, Avscetion for-early maturing vegetables like lettuce, radishes, 
onions, which may be replaced after maturity early in the sum- 
mer, by others, 

A section for jate maturing vegetables that will occupy the sofl 
all season, as-melona, cRcumbers, cabbage. — 

A section for perennial plants and vegetables which grow from 
season to season Without replanting, such as rhubarb, asparagus, 
sarpoxatieh——iahe prtichake, and the like. These should be_ 
planted at one side of the garden plot where they will Bot inte 

fore with work on the other portion. 

Keeping in mind the advisability of grouping these three classes of 
vegetables, draw off-the rows you propose to devote to each of the plants on 
your list, giving each kind the necessary roora for best development, Several 
plantings of many kinds of vegetables are advisable‘in order to insure har- 
vesting over & long period. For this reason, successive plantings of ¢orn, 
tomatoes, peas, beans, lettuce and others should be marked clearly on the 
chart. a 

The planting chart serves as a picture of. the garden-to-be even before 
spading and preparation of the soil are begun. It should show clearly what, 
whereand when each vegetable is to be planted, It should be preserved aa 
record of the datcs and amounts harvested so it can be used in. following 
years as a guide to an even better garden. The mistakes in culture, scarcity 
or over-abundance of each kind of vegetable as recorded on the chart, are 
the best teachcrs of the proper procedure for the next season,
